DALTON—Fred Goble, 55, war- 
den of the Whitfield County work 
camp, was shot late Sunday by 
his wife, Mrs. Flossie Bond Goble, 
38, during an argument at their 
home, Whitfield County Sheriff 
Donald McArthur said. 

Sheriff McArthur said Mrs. Go- 
ble accused Goble of having an 
affair with another woman. He 
denied it. Mrs. Goble then opened 
fire with a .32-caliber revolver, 
according to a prison trustee who 
witnessed the affray. 


Goble was shot twice in the left | 


arm and the upper chest. One 
shot struck a revolver he was 
carrying in a holster, the witness 
told Sheriff McArthur. The wit- 
ness also said Goble knocked 
down Mrs. Goble. 

Goble was treated at a Dalton 
hospital and later transferred to 
a Chattanooga hospital. His con- 
dition was reported as not seri- 
ous. The Gobles’ son, Johnny, 11, 
was at home at the time of the 
shooting. 

Mrs. Goble was questioned by 
the sheriff. No charges were 
placed immediately. 

Goble was rehired in Septem- 
ber, 1953, after being discharged 
a year previously on a charge of 
misuse of state equipment. He 
had been pardoned years ago by 
the late Gov. Eugene Talmadge 
while serving a term in a slay- 
ing case conviction.

As all the seismologists pointed 
out, the only means available for 
detecting underground explosions 
are the seismological instruments 
used for studying earthquakes. 
The major weakness of such a 
seismological detection system, as 
emphasized by the seismologists, 
was that it might not be able to 
distinguish shock waves from an 
underground atomic explosion 
from those created by natural 
earthquakes or large conventional 
explosions. 


But most of the seismologists 
believed that with an adequate 
inspection system around the 
world it would be possible to 
identify correctly 85 to 90 per cent 
of all earthquakes. Thus, there 
would be about a 10 per cent 
chance that an underground ex-

electric cable system failed. 
Reports said at least 20 persons 
were killed when the locomo- 
tive and five cars were thrown 
off the track. 

Rescue workers said that 20 
bodies had been recovered and 
that as many as 40 persons may 
have died in the wreck. The 
Red Cross said 80 other per- 
sons were injured. 

Railroad officials said the 
train plunged down the tracks 
from Maltrata Station on top 
of Maltrata Mountain. 

They said the train roared 
back down the mountain out of 
control despite the efforts of 
engineer Porfirio Vega to stop 
it by applying the  train’s 
brakes, Vega was injured. 

The train plunged off the 
tracks at the bottom. The de- 
railed cars included three pas- 
sengers cars, a mail car and a 
freight car. 

The railroad station at Mal- 
trata, a coffee-growing center 
12 miles west southwest of here, 
lies on the peak of the moun- 
tain. It has an altitude of 
5,544 feet and lies on such a 
steep hill that  diesel-pulled 
trains are able to negotiate the 
climb only with the aid of an 
electric cable system. 

The cables are used to pull the 
trains up to the station and ease 
them down the other side.

For Faith

WASHINGTON — Secretary of 
State Dulles invoked the spiritual 
faith of American citizens Sun- 
day in support of the administra- 
tion’s foreign aid program. 

“That program,” he said, “‘is 
an expression of the moral law 
under which we live.” 

The administration is now in 
the last stage of its fight in Con- 
gress for foreign aid appripria- 
tions for which it originally asked 
$3,900,000,000. This figure has thus 
far been cut to $3,600,000,000. 

The United States is “laying the 
foundation for something that 
never existed before,’’ Dulles said, 
calling for a continuance of the 
aid program. 

It is doing so, he said, for moral 
reasons because, as George Wash- 
ington pointed out in his farewell 
address, “‘of all the dispositions 
and habits which lead to political 
prosperity, religion and morality 
are indispensable supports,” and 
‘the mere politicians equally with 
the pious man ought to respect 
and to cherish them.” 

It is doing so, he added, in rec- 
ognition of the principle of inter- 
dependence, as put by Saint Paul 
in his letter to the Romans: “We, 
being many, are one body in 
Christ, and every one member one 
of another.” 

And finally, Dulles said, the 
United States seeks to aid devel- 
opment of the underdeveloped be- 
cause, as Napoleon said, “in war 
the moral is to the material as 
three is to one.”

NICOSIA, Cyprus (UPI)—Cy- 
prus Gov. Sir Hugh Foot declared 
Sunday that Britain was deter- 
mined to press ahead with its 
seven-year ‘“‘partnership” plan for 
this Mediterranean island despite 
Greek and Turkish opposition. 

“We've Deen pushed around

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Soviets Accelerate 
Economic Offensive 


Publication of a State Department 
analysis of expanding Soviet trade and 
aid activities corroborates a host of other 
reports showing the same thing. All of 
them point to the urgency of the prob- 
lem and the necessity for the American 
public and business world to understand 
it and to support means of countering the 
threat. 

The Central Intelligence Agency 
and the State Department both warn that 
this economic threat is greater than that 
of military aggression, as grave as that is. 

In less than five years the Soviet bloc 
has extended about $1,900,000,000 in 
military and economic aid to 14 “less de- 
veloped” countries while its trade with 
such countries has expanded 70 per cent. 
The Soviet Union and its satellites last 
year did roughly half as much import 
and export business as did the United 
States through shrewd barter and trade 
deals which hint of more to come. 

In recent years the Soviet Union has 
achieved an average increase of possibly 
as much as 7 per cent annually in gross 
national product and 9 to 10 per cent in 
industrial growth. While the United 
States still has far greater economic 
strength, our gross national product is 
increasing at about 3 per cent per year 
and last year was below that figure. 

A worldwide recession in the free 
areas would be of vast benefit to the 
Communist offensive. Already we have 
seen what it has done to Latin America, 
where many countries face grave eco- 
nomic crises. Unless the free world can 
find a new approach to trade and mu- 
tual aid, these areas will become in- 
creasingly vulnerable to Soviet penetra- 
tion. 

Growth of population in areas still 
outside the Iron Curtain far exceeds 
growth in production. This vast market 
must be nurtured and developed by both 
public and private capital unless it is to 
fall for the lures of the Soviet Union. 
That’s the big challenge which the Amer- 
ican business community and the Amer- 
ican government must meet. 

Reports indicate the United States, 
except possibly in the military field, is 
not preparing to meet the Soviet chal- 
lenge. While aware of it, no positive pro- 
gram has been planned. Again we must 
remind ourselves that the cold war can 
be lost on the economic as well as the 
military and political fronts.

In Peanut Referendum 


Georgia peanut growers will vote 
Tuesday on whether or not to contribute 
$1 per ton toward research and promotion 
of their product. 

The Georgia Agricultural Commodi- 
ties Authority, created by the General 
Assembly and headed by A. J. Singletary 
of Blakely, would administer the program, 

The referendum is of vital importance 
to the future of peanuts as a leading 
money crop in the state. In 1957 peanuts 
put more than 50 million dollars into the 
pockets of Georgia farmers. They ac- 
counted for one out of every six dollars 
that came from field crops. 

But supply has overtaken demand. The 
yield per acre is up some 25 per cent from 
what it was 10 vears ago and the trend 
will continue. Meanwhile, there has been 
a drop in the consumption per person of 
peanuts used for filler in candy, peanut 
butter and peanuts eaten as nuts. 

Georgia farmers, who produce ap- 
proximately a third of all peanuts grown 
in the nation, obviously must embark on 
a course of action to find new uses for 
their product and to cultivate the public's 
taste for it in its present forms. 

The best approach to the problem is 
through a favorable vote in Tuesday’s 
referendum.

Senate Sits on Bill 
To Improve Budgeting 


It is sometimes strange how bills get 
sidetracked in Congress although they 
have the backing of almost every execu- 
tive agency in government concerned. 
We refer specifically to the bill growing 
out of the bipartisan Hoover Commis- 
sion which would place federal budget- 
ing on an annual basis. 


Endorsed by the President, the secre- 
tary of the treasury, the director of the 
budget bureau, the comptroller general, 
the American Institute of Certified Pub- 
lic Accountants and the Hoover Com- 
mission Task Force, the measure is now 
stymied in the Senate. 


And strangely enough, the bill— 
sponsored by Senators Kennedy, Byrd, 
Payne and 47 others—passed without a 
single dissenting vote on June 5, 1957. It 
was held up in the House but finally was 
passed in March of this year by a vote 
of 311 to 87 after minor changes. It 
was sent back to the Senate and there it 
lies. 

It seems some senators. discovered 
that the bill would result in some minor 
changes in Senate rules. That sancti- 
fied body, which doesn’t take to rule 
changes very easily, is now sitting on 
this bill which the Hoover Commission 
estimates would save many millions of 
dollars in government operations. It is, 
in fact, described as “dead as a doornail.”’ 


Senate pride and Senate traditions are 
worthy of respect. But so are the tax- 
payers’ pocketbooks. To give lip service 
to economy while sacrificing it to the 
sacred past is going a bit too far. 


Surely the Senate can find a face-sav- 
ing “out” and pass this measure which 
has been discussed for so long and so fa- 
vorably.

The ‘Learning’ Driver 


The Thomaston Times has called at- 
tention editorially to a serious oversight 
of the General Assembly. 


A bill was passed during the last ses- 
sion making it legal for 15-year-olds to 
drive on city streets while in the com- 
pany of a “licensed driver.”

Would List F aculty Pay 


Only one college teacher in a hun- 
dred makes more than $13,000 a year. 
Half of all college and university teach- 
ers receive less than $6,000. 


The average salary scale for college 
instructors is about that of miners, 
quarry workers and the men who repair 
your home appliances. 

That’s according to the report of a 
survey made by the National Education 
Association. 

One way to attain a “living wage” for 
those who labor in the field of higher 
learning would be to publicize the pay 
they get. 

The American Association of Univer- 
sity Professors proposes to grade colleges 
according to faculty. 

Those schools.which pay a full pro- 
fessor $3,250 to $5,250 would get “F” 
on the report card. 


As the pay goes up so would the 
grade, until “AA” would mean a salary 
scale starting at $6,000 for an instructor 
and rising to $14,000 for a full professor. 


The report card plan might jar the 
alumni.

Principles Were Forgotten 
In the Little Rock Affair 


The Little Rock, Ark., school superintendent now reveals that he 
asked the federal judge serving there to rule that persons opposing 
integration of the schools last September were in contempt of court 
and to send federal marshals to stop the trouble at the school. The 
judge refused, Virgil Blossom told a cungressional inquiry. 


The next step in the enforce- 


ment process was to federalize 
the Arkansas National Guard and, 
after that, to order a paratroop 
battalion into the fray. 


On Sept. 29, 1957, the Daily 
Times said in an editorial that 
“normal court procedures were 
being bypassed’”’ in Little Rock. 
The article said, ‘The judge has 
open to him the course of issuing 
a warrant and ordering a marshal 
to serve it. The marshal could 
form a posse or call for other aid, 
but the marshal is the officer of 
the court, not the Army. 


“The President has erred,” the 
article said, ‘“‘and the magnitude 
of his order draws an issue great- 
er than the technical evidence of 
racial equality achieved ‘ 
Faubus also should have exhaust- 
ed his remedies at court before 
acting precipitously.”’ 

We do not quote from the edi- 
torial to show how right we were 
because it really makes little 
practical difference whether we 
were right or not. We quote to 
make the point that the principle 
involved was recognized at the 
time, by us and others, and that

His comment has lingered in 
my mind. There are many things 
which school cannot teach, not be- 
cause either he,or I were without 
ordinary capacities to learn, but 
because they are things which 
cannot be learned in lectures and 
books.

But no college can give us a 
body of knowledge, neatly pack- 
aged and labeled and ready for 
future reference.

What if 
they had a fire on board?”’

Nasser Talk 
On Lebanon

CAIRO — Dag Hammarskjold 
flew here Sunday to talk with 
the man who has been accused of 
fomenting rebellion in Lebanon, 
President Nasser of the United 
Arab Republic. 

The U.N. secretary general is 
expected through the use of his 
renowned top secret diplomacy 
to search here as he has in Beirut 
for a means of putting into mo- 
tion a movement toward settle- 
ment of the month-and-a-half-old 
Lebanese crisis. 

Sticking to the letter of the law, 
which does not permit him to 
mediate politically, Hammar- 
skjold refused while he was in 
Beirut to have any direct deal- 
ings with Lebanese rebel leaders. 
The world diplomat might there- 
fore try to urge Nasser to be a 
middleman between him and the 
Lebanese rebels. In such a case 
Hammarskjold probably would 
not openly challenge Nasser’s pro- 
testations of innocence in Leba- 
nese affairs, regardless of the 
evidence President Camille Cha- 
moun may have handed to him. 

It is clear that only political 
settlement will bring peace to 
Lebanon. 

Nasser through his foreign of- 
fice has called in the entire diplo- 
matic corps in Cairo to warn 
them of the dangers of interven- 
tion in Lebanon by foreign troops 
—particularly those of the United 
States and Britain. Chief among 
these dangers, Cairo officials have 
declared, is the threat of counter- 
action by nationalist ‘“‘volunteers’”’ 
from the rest of the Arab world.

He said that if integration is 
maintained next term “‘the board 
will have to have military assist- 
ance or its equivalent and it is 
financially unable to bear the ex- 
pense of hiring” guards. 

In his 35-page opinion, he said 
that while troops can check van- 
dalism and violence, “‘they cannot 
reduce or eliminate racial tensions 
or create a climate that is con- 
ducive to education.” 


Sen. Richard Neuberger (D- 
Ore.) predicted that the Supreme 
Court would reverse what he 
called an “‘unfortunate ruling” by 
Lemley. Neuberger said on NBC- 
Television’s “Youth Wants to 
Know” that the ruling “damages 
us in world opinion” and “merely 
postpones the type of violence 
and turbulence’ which accom- 
panied school integration in Little 
Rock. 

Sen. Jacob K. Javits (R-N.Y.) 
urged the Justice Department to 
take part in the appeal. “The ab- 
sence of Justice Department par- 
ticipation would be most marked 
and unfortunate if it did not oc- 
cur,” Javits said in a statement. 

Wilkins said: “In view of the 
legal situation, I don’t know what 
the government could do,” when 
he was asked whether any other 
federal assistance might be re- 
quested. 

Lemley’s ruling, Wilkins com- 
mented, was “‘of course a disap- 
pointment.”” He added that al- 
though it “‘will have some effect’’

Well, don’t just envy her; 
try her magic, too. 

Becoming a_ standout cook 
isn’t nearly as complicated as 
some people think. One secret 
which many chefs claim is the 
most important is skill with 
seasoning. This means knowl- 
edge of the different spices aad 
herbs. Such knowledge is not 
difficult to acquire if taken in 
easy steps. 

First, buy a few spices and 
try them with compatible foods. 
Then, gradually increase ithe 
spice store, and spice tricks, 
until you have an exciting 
repertoire. 

As you gain familiarity with 
each individual spice, you'll 
find yourself tempted to cast 
it in out-of-the-ordinary and 
imaginative roles. Go _ right 
ahead and give in to the temp- 
tation because flavor-surprise 
dishes are the stuff genius 
cooks’ reputations are made of. 

Take, for example, the spices 
that highiight an elegant chick- 
en mousse and watch the 
guests’ expression of pleased 
puzzlement 


MUSTARD CHICKEN MOUSSE 


envelopes unflavored gelatin 
cup cold water 
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cups hot chicken stock 
tsp. garlic powder 
tsp. instant minced onion 
tsp. powdered dry mustard

BEAUFORT, S.C.—The man behind the desk read the card on ' 
which I had registered and reached behind him for a room key. 

“Atlanta Constitution, huh?” he said. “Good old Constitution. 
I'll never forget hearing about it from my father, who was a travel- 
ing man. Papa made Atlanta regularly. He always stayed at the 
Kimball House.” 

The single bell boy, an aging Negro man in a white coat, picked 
up my bags and waited. I waited, too. 

“You know the railroad depot right there at the Kimball 
House?” The man went on. 


I nodded. Beaufort is an ancient and picturesque coastal town 
in which time has stopped, in which progress has seemingly never 
set down a hobnail-booted foot. I felt reluctant to mention that 
things have changed in Atlanta. 


“Well, papa always remembered an old Negro woman who sat 
just outside the station. He’d pass her going to and from the 
Kimball House. She always had the same cry: ‘I got The Atlanta 
Constitution and hard-boiled eggs for traveling men.’ ”’ 

We all laughed and the man said it again: “I got The Atlanta 
Constitution and hard-boiled eggs for traveling men.” 

Later when I was settled in my room, smelling the familiar 
musty, impersonal smell all hotel rooms have in common, com- 
bined here with the fragrance of flowers and the brackish perfume 
of salt marshes and a tidal river outside my window, I thought 
again of the hotel man’s father. A traveling man who for 40 years 
regularly “made” Atlanta and it’s perfectly possible that the line 
about The Constitution and hard-boiled eggs might be the only 
notable thing he remembered about our town. 


For the traveling man is an alien creature—in but not of any 
of the places he “‘makes.”’ .This week I have watched them in hotel 
lobbies and restaurants, walking down the darkened main streets 
of little towns, lonely and apart from the places they see more 
often than their own backyards. 


Late in the afternoon when they lift their cases from their cars 
they have a busy, gregarious air about them. They greet the hotel 
people like old friends, exchanging jokes and bits of news and com- 
menting on the weather. Always the weather. They seem to know 
other salesmen and for a time their voices are heard in the corri- 
dors, hearty over a lifted glass or a shared joke. 

‘Want to eat, Bill?’’ one traveler will ask another. ‘‘Or have 
you got your secretary with you this time?” 

Bill makes some answer and you know it’s an old gag and 
pretty soon you see them sharing a table at a restaurant. The 
young ones have books with them and head for their rooms pur- 
posefully, to catch up on work or to do some reading, but after 
a while they come out and you see them, book forgotten, drifting 
aimlessly along the seawall, on 


The telephone in the lobby draws them and you recognize the 
familiar dilemma. Should they call home again this week? The 
long distance bill is already high and the expense account won’t 
stand another call. They hover around the phone indecisively and 
sometimes they break down and-you hear a new heartiness in their 
voices: ‘‘Hello, honey.’’ 


When they come back they look less lonely and a little re- 
freshed. They sit down in the lobby and watch television with the 
proprietor and his wife or drift up to the drugstore to buy some- 
thing for the indigestion that goes with their jobs. 

Today I will go down the little main street that winds by the 
river and talk to people. I will see the local sights and make notes 
on the points of interest and Tom Aldred will take pictures and we 
will somehow own some part of Beaufort. But the traveling men 
have no time for that. They will make their calls and rush on. 
What they see everywhere is pretty much the same, except for 
little fragments here and there—a Negro woman for instance, on 
the station steps by the Kimball House crying her wares: ‘‘The At- 
lanta Constitution and hard-boiled eggs for traveling men.”

It 
charged the U.S. with “‘manipu- 
lating’’ the United Nations Secur- 
ity Council to serve its own ends 
while already intervening in Leb- 
anon. 

U.S. British, Jordanian and 
Iraqi pilots have been put to work 
in Lebanon, the _ statement 
charged.

it should be your purpose to pass 
any response partner makes. There- 
fore, bid one spade.

A.—Despite the fact that you 
have only one high card point, a 
bid of three spades is clearly indi- 
cated.

The story of the resistant staph- 
ylococcus is well known to phy- 
sicians and nurses, who contend 
with the problem in_ hospitals 
daily. The organism has success-

fully eluded the best antibiotics 
to date and every pharmaceuti- 
cal house would pay a fortune for 
a wonder drug capable of de- 
stroying it. 

The ordinary staphylococcus is 
so common, it is regarded as a 
natural inhabitant of the nose, 
throat, skin, clothing and furni- 
ture. It is in the air and most of 
us touch and inhale billions every 
day. 

The micro - organism causes 
trouble when it lands on an open 
wound or if the resistance of the 
body and skin has been weak- 
ened. Boils, pimples, impetigo, 
sore throat, pneumonia, food poi- 
soning and blood poisoning are 
some of the ensuing diseases. 
The medical profession was 
able to keep the staph under con- 
trol for years through super 
cleanliness and extra - special 
care in the operating and nurs- 
ing rooms, as well as in the of- 
fice. After the miracle drugs 
came upon the scene, they erad- 
icated the pest in a jiffy. 

Then two things happened. The 
danger of infection in the hospi- 
tal was so minimal, the person- 
nel became careless and resort- 
ed to short cuts to save time. 
This slight digression from past 
rituals was natural, especially for 
the new generation of physicians 
and nurses who had not wit- 
nessed the devastating preanti- 
biotic epidemics. 

The staphylococcus was chang- 
ing, too; it was becoming resist- 
ant to penicillin and the other 
antibiotics and was breeding new 
generations that were resistant to 
the miracle drugs. The combina- 
tions of these factors to infec 
tions, especially in the nurseries.
